The light, shifting shade cast 
by tal| pine trees is excellent 
for gardenias and the fallen 
needles make excellent mulch 

Gardenias thrive on lake 
banks, if the water level is con- 
stant. The plants will be killed, 
however, by inundation. 

A heavy mulch, four to six 
inches deep, of oak leaves, pine 
straw, tobacco stems, cane bag- 
asse, peanut hulls or other or- 
ganic material will be reflect- 
ed vigorous growth and 


in 


heavy flowering. 

Cultivation should be un- 
necessary under this system. 

‘Watering during dry spells 
is necessary to the health of the 
plants. Allow the hose to run 
about two hours once every 
seven to ten days during dry 
periods of November and April. 
Acute drought 
can cause severe bud drop. A 
moist soil is requisite for suc- 
cess with gardenias, yet, humid- 
ity during the flowering period 
is most desirable. 

Pruning is accomplished 
when the blossoms are cut in 
the spring. Usually no other 
pruning is necessary. However, 
young plants growing vigorous- 
ly*during their first year may 
be pinched once in June and 
again in August to encourage 
heavy branching 

High humidity, constant tem- 
perature and constant moisture 
are necessary for speedy root- 
ing. A closed case with a glass 


pane of glass over the top. 
| The medium used in rooting 
gardenia cuttings for 
plants may be clean, sharp 
builders sand, peat or sphag- 
num moss, Because of gardenias 
[susceptibility to root-knot and 
diseases, sterilized or a 
ly fresh material is required. 

Root systems are formed in 
shorter periods in cuttings if 
they are first dipped in root- 
inducing powders. 

Leaves should be moistened 
daily with a light mist. Reduce 
the light on them for the first 
week by using newspapers or 
muslin. After a week or ten 
days, open case during the hu- 
mid hours of early morning 
and gradually increase the ven- 
\tilation during the remaining 
three weeks that the cuttings 
remain in the propagating case. 

After a month the roots 
[should be sufficiently numer- 
lous tò maintain the young 
plants. The plantlets are then 
‘carefully lifted and set into 
| three-inch clay pots or into 
[raised beds. The growing medi- 
lum may be a composted mixture 
of peat, leaf-mold and soil. An 
open, well - aerated growing 
medium is necessary for opti- 
mum development. 

A heavy compact or water- 
logged soil will cause the roots 
to die and the plant to deter- 
iorate rapidly. After the rooted 
cuttings are potted, they are 
placed in a bed of peat or cy- 
press sawdust, soaked heavily 
and protected from sun'and 
wind by muslin or a temporary 
glass case. Gradually the plants 
are subjected to more and more 
light and air until after ten 
days, they are protected by slat- 
half-shade only. 

In Southern Florida grafted 
gardenias are preferred for gar- 
dens. Potted seedlings of gar- 
denia thunbergia, about pencil 
thickness, are grafted by the 
side-graft, splice-graft or whip- 
graft method, 

Prior to World~War II seeds 
of Gardenia thunbergia were 
imported from Japan, but now 
Florida growers are dependent 
upon domestic seed supplies. 
Seeds and small seedlings are 
rather difficult to come by. 

The side-gráft is a deep, slop- 
ing cut made in one side of the 
understock plant about six oz 
| seven inches about the base. A 
terminal cion with two or four 
leaves about three inches long 
is sharpened to a long sloping 
wedge that will fit into this 
slot, the work is bound with a 
rubber budding strip, then care- 
fully waxed to exclude air and 
water,

‘early symptoms of this disease 
In Florida warm humid sum- 
mer time the disease may 
spread rapidly. Infection oc- 
curs through wounds, so be 
careful not to injure the bark. 
If plants become infected they 
must be destroyed. No sure 
cure is known, but there are 
a few suggested preventives; 
copper-lime dust — Bordeaux 
mixture, or a spray of fermate 
jor zerlate used around the 
plants may help 

When leaf spotting appears, 
it may be checked by spraying 
with bordeaux mixture or fer- 
mate.
